Whether University Traditions Can Be 


Maintained Depends on Respect For 


Varsity's Good Name, Says Cardinal 


Editorial Hails Referendum on Green Cap As Victory for ''Jeffersonian Democ- 


racy"; Express hope that Excesses Won't Follow in Wake 


of Decision at Polls 


Whether the university traditions, rein- 


stated by a vote of the students yesterday, can 
be maintained .without excess .depends on the 
sense of decency and respect for the good, name 
of the university on the part of the students. 
This is the message contained in an editorial in 
The Daily Cardinal, students' newspaper, this 
morning. The editorial follqws:

T was a landslide—one of the old-fashioned 
kind that makes glad the hearts of the vic- 


tors and stuns the vanquished into much 
humility. 


Out of the mass of wreckage two things stand 


out in bold relief. For one thing the students 
ar.e determined that freshmen shall wear green 
caps. The vote on this question was~more over- 
whelming than on the others. The green cap 
has been sustained beyond-the hopes of its most 
ardent devotees. 


Another thing settled is that the students at 


Wisconsin are throughgoing Jeffersonian dem- 
ocrats at heart. Last spring the leader of the 
green cap supporters echoed the classic epigram 
of the first great democrat that "that sovern- 
ment is best which governs least." The stu- 
dents resented the senate's decree abolishing 
the caps, and they voiced their feelings 'yester- 
day so that all the world may know. 


* * * 


There are some things which the referendum 


did not settle. 


It would be a calamity to interpret, the vote 


as an indorsement of the system under which 
students have been killed by drowning, expos- 
ure te cold, and the bullets of policemen, and 
their lives endangered, by incendiary bombs, 
lead pipes, and liquid fire. 


The senate abolished the caps because most 


of the members sincerely believed that such 
tragedies and outrages were the inevitable re- 
sults of the system of putting in the hands of 
sophomores the enforcement of the cap tradi- 
tion by terrorization. In the light of the vote 
yesterday it is -hoped that the senate erred 
grievously in judgment. 


The senate had tried two years of "regulat- 


ing" the business and the result was about as 
successful as some of the modern methods of 
"humanizing" warfare. 


The students have brought back the green 


caps. Whether the tradition can be maintained 
without excesses depends on the sense of de- 
cency and respect for the good name of the uni- 
versity on the part of the students- during the 
coming weeks. 
' 


* * * 


The report is that the Traditions commission 


appointed by the senate will continue its work 
to put traditions and their enforcement, on a 
sound and wholesome basis. The commission 
now knows how the students feel on certain 
fundamentals and it can proceed with more- 
clearness of aim. The work should be pressed 
to a speedy issue. 


Many hints have been dropped as to some of 


the proposals which the commission may con- 
sider. One plan is to have the freshmen wear 
the cap as a matter, of class pride and as a sym- 
bol of school loyalty, leaving the freshmen to be 
the guardians of the tradition. In the same con- 
nection the commission is said to be considering 
a plan which would make the donning of the 
green cap an impressive ceremony at the Var- 
sity Welcome. From that time on, it is urged, 
the freshmen will regard the cap as an outward 
sign of inner fidelity to the things for which 
the university stands. Not to wear the cap 
would mark the freshman as unworthy of re- 
spect by his fellow classmen and out of harmony 
with the great.spirit of his school. 
In other 


words, the freshman without a cap would be a 
slacker instead of a clever evader of sophomoric 
wrath.

WASHINGTON—Aversion of la- 


bor to accepting work at reduced 
wages was assigned aa a cause of 
some unemployment by R. F. Phelps 
director of statistics of the Massa- 
chusetts labor department, the first 
witness heard by the national em- 
ployment cdnferenca committee on 
unemployments - statistics which set 
to work today to ..determine the ex- 
tent of the nation's involuntary idle. 


"Unemployment is due in some 


measure," Mr, Phelps told the com- 
mittee, "to the fact that labor will 
not accept reduced wages."

Harry T). Jacobs, president of the 


Ex-Service Men's Employment bu- 
reau of New York, estimated there 
were 75,000 unemployed former sol- 
diers in New York City and said the 
establishment of vocational training 
schools in army camps as proposed 
by the government would solve the 
problem as 
far as the 
unskilled 


world war veteran was concerned. . 


Mr. Phelps declared the trouble in 


Massachusetts was not that there 
was not employment but that there 
was not work people wanted at the 
wages they sought. 
If applicants 


for jobs were willing to accept re- 
duction in wages which he declared 
must take place, the state's employ- 
ment service would be able to fill 
more places. 


Luther C. Steward, president of 


the National Federation of Federal 
Employes declared that "the 'federal 
government in its capacity as em- 
ployer has been a contributing cause 
to the present unemployment situa- 
tion where it should have been an 
alleviating agency." 


R. R. Lutz of the> Nations! Indus- 


trial Conference board presented a 
report made by the board of a sur- 
vey of the 14,000,000 manufacturing 
and building trade workers in tha 
country. On June 1, one-quarter of 
these workers estimated at 3,500,000 
were idle as compared with a nor- 
mal unemployment of 1,500,000.

Dr. Greeley, Convention 


Delegate, Tells of First 


Patent Medicine in State 


Madison Physician at Milwaukee Meeting Declares 


Wildcat Fat Was Used in Indian Medicine 


Man; Orvietan in General Use j 


Dr. Hug-h P. Greely, a Madison 


delegate to.the State Medical socie- 
ty convention in Milwaukee, and a 
research worker in the- history _of 
medicine in Wisconsin, gave an in- 
structive lecture on the use of the 
first patent medicines at one of the 
sessions of the convention. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Greely "wildcat fat.", was 
on the articles in the Indian medi- 
cine man's pharmacoepia when the 
first white men landed in Wisconsin 
two and one-half centuries ago. 


"The earliest record of the prac- 


tice of medicine by the missionaries 
is that left by Father 
Hennepin 


when a prisoner among the Wiscon- 
sin Sioux Indians, about 1680," said 
Dr. Greeley. "It is a double record 
of Indian medicine and the practice 
of the Recollect order. 
"Upon hig arrival in the Sioux vil- 


lage after a cross-country journey 
of great hardship, Father Hennepin 
was so fatigued1 that he could hardly 
support himself. After his adoption' 
into the tribe a small boy was made 
annoint his .limbs with the fat of a 
•wildcat, which was supposed to be 


unfailing in theso cases because of 
the agility of th/cat. "The Jesuit 
was then taken to th'a Indian equiv- 
alent of a modern vapor bath three 
times a week. 


"These baths were given 
in 
a 


small hut covered with skins. The 
patient and the Indian medicine man 
entered and it was as nearly 'as pos- 
sible hermetically closed. 
Upon a 


pile of haated stones in the center 
water was poured causing steam in 
which the subject stayed for some 
time. 
In some tribes the patient 


was plunged into water after the 
steaming. 
"Upon his recovery Father Hen- 


nepin' reciprocated by shaving the 
heads of the children and bleeding 
some of the Indians who had asthma 
and giving them ovietan." 


Orvietan seems to have been the 


patent medicine^f its day. It was 
the first'ever used in Wisconsin. It 
derived its name from & city in 
Italy and was used by Father Hen- 
nepin for smallpox, overeating, mal- 
nutrition and a disease 
following 


overindulgence in wild berries.

Irish Sovereignty 


An Editorial by Robert M. La Follette in the La Toilette Magazine for September 


___HE Irish people have demonstrated 


I 
beyond all question and beyond all 


* 
doubt their capacity for self-gov- 


ernment. In the negotiations which are 
now taking place on the other side of the 
ocean they have shown that they are 
the equals, if not the superiors, of the 
British in all the essentials'of statesman- 
ship and diplomacy. 


In all my experience in public life I have 


never seen any greater display of the abil- 
ities of the true statesman than President 
Pe Valera has manifested in his dealings 


Avith Premier Lloyd George. Not by cun- 
ning and not by the clever artifice and 
deception of the trained diplomat, but by 
dignified insistence upon the great, funda- 
mental principles of human freedom, the 
Irish President has forced the British 
Prime Minister step by step to yield what 
the English rulers had sworn they would 
never yield. 


I do not know whether you have been 


able to learn from the abbreviated dis- 
patches that have been published in 
American papers the full extent of this 
victory. The complete text of the dis- 
patches, however, proves conclusively up- 
on analysis that Great Britain has been 
forced to recognize the status of Ireland 


. aa a nation. Let me direct your atten- 
tion, for example, to the fact that Great 
Britain explicitly acknowledges in her 
"proposals" of July 20 that the settle- 
ment finally arrived at must take the 
4^:13 vt« "treaty" between Great Britain 


f 


and Ireland, "to be ratified by their re- 
spective parliaments." 
A great nation 


does not negotiate a TREATY with a sub- 
ject state, but only with another nation. 


In the same dispatch Great Britain 


asks as a condition for entering into this 
treaty that Ireland concede to the Brit- 
ish navy certain rights and privileges in 
Irish harbors and Irish waters. 
This 


again is an explicit recognition of Ire- 
land's control over her own territory and 
the surrounding waters. 
If Ireland is 


not acknowledged to have full control 
over her country, how can she be asked 
to "concede" to the British navy 'and to 
the Royal Air Force these rights and 
privileges which Great Britain has hither- 
to exercised in Ireland and aHl of her col- 
onies and dominions 
without asking 


leave? 


I could cite a dozen similar instances to 


prove that however the negotiations may 
terminate Great Britain has already ack- 
nowledged before all the world her sur- 
render to the Irish people of the essentials 
of sovereignty, which she may hereafter 
wrest from them only by the excise of 
brute force. 


So much for the technical and legalistic ," 


side of self-government. Upon the spirit- 
ual side the achievements of the Irish peo- 
ple and their leaders have been not less 
splendid and convincing. 


For more than a year the men, women, 


and children of Ireland endured with mar- 
vellous . fortitude and solidarityjail the 


tortures and terrors that a barbarous gov- 
ernment with overwhelming forces could 
inflict upon them. They resisted bravely 
the armed forces of the crown and the 
uniformed thugs who were licensed to 
break their spirit and they fought hard 
in self defense and retaliation. 
Then, 


when the truce had been arranged, at a 
word from their leaders they grounded 
their arms and maintained the discipline 
of peace as perfectly, as they had before 
maintained the discipline of war. 
Con- 


trast the quiet and order which has been 
established during the past two months 
in the 26 counties controlled by the Irish 
Republican government with the anarchy 
and 'disorder which have been rampant in 
Briti-sh controlled Ulster and you will gain 
a conception of what genuine self-govern- 
ment can be. 


The history of the Irish struggle for 


freedom should be an inspiring lesson to 
the people of all countries for it demon- 
strates that a relatively small number of 
people if inspired by a lofty and noble 
ideal for which, they are willing if need 
be to sacrifice theirs lives cannot only 
never be conquered, but that in the end 
they 'can overcome the 'mightiest forces' 
of the world.
